Breeder says new fence stronger, 
safer than old barbed wire fence 


Arabian liorso breeder 
Ralph Dover recently com¬ 
pleted tho West Coast’s 
first installation of tho high 
tonsilo wire fence system. 
The high tensile system was 
originally developed on the 
vast sheep, cattlo and horse 
ranches of New Zealand and 
Australia. 

Pressure creosotod posts, 
in combination with high 
tensile galvanized steel wire 
jwssessing nearly twice the 
breaking strength of two- 
ply barbed wire, comprise 
the principal components of 
the "HTF'' system, sup¬ 
plied by Koppers Company, 
Inc. (HTF is a Koppors 
trademark!.

Senntors Orrin Hatch 
(R-Utah), and Jesse Helms 
(R-N.C.), have introduced 
legislation that would sub¬ 
stantially alter current U.S. 
food safety laws. 

The bill would amend the 
four principal food safety 
laws—the Federal Food, 
Drug and Cosmetic Act, the 
Meat and Poultry Products 
Inspection Acts and the Egg 
Products Inspection Act—to 
give regulators more op¬ 
tions in the regulation of 
potentially harmful food 
ingredients. The legislation 
has widespread support in 
the U.S. food industry, 
reports CNS. 

A similar bill was also 
introduced into the House. 

Under the legislation, a 


food additive would In* 
deemed safe if iL posed no 
significant health threat to 
humans. Thus, the legisla¬ 
tion would not require tho 
banning of substances 
proven to pose inconse¬ 
quential health risks, ac¬ 
cording to Hatch. 

The legislation also would 
empower the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration to 
allow the phase-out of a 
potentially harmful sub¬ 
stance used in food rather 
than requiring an outright 
ban on its use. 

The legislation would 
place potentially hazardous 
food additives with a long 
history of use and for which 
there were no substitutes in

Regulators voice strong objections 
to scientific arbitration panel plans 
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Three federal regulators 
oppoBed, at least in part, 
legislation that would es¬ 
tablish on independent 
scientific panel to become 
the final arbiter of questions 
of scientific fact used as the 
basis for health and safety 
regulations, reports CNS. 

The bill, Introduced by 
Representative William 
Wampler (R-Va.), would 
create * a national science 
council whose rulings on 
scientific questions would 
bebihding on the regulatory 
agencies. 

Included among theqe 
agencies would be USDA’a 
Food Safety and Inspection 
Service ,(ff9IS), -the Food 
ahd Drug Administration, 
the Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency and the 
Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration. 

Under the bill, the council 
’’would establish a mandato¬ 
ry procedure for determin¬ 
ing questions of scientific 
fact—such as whether, a 
particular food additive or 
other substance* . like air¬ 
borne cotton dust, posed a 
health hazard.' . 

After 1 ' evaluating the 
available scientific data, the 
council would determine 
whether the substance in

While any corporate 
liquidation wiU have signifi¬ 
cant tax consequences to 
the shareholders of the 
corporation, if a farming 
corporation liquidates spe¬ 
cial problems can arise— 
particularly when unhar¬ 
vested crops are sold with 
the other farm assets. 

Under Section 837 of the 
Internal Revenue Code, the 
assets of the corporation 
may be sold without 
recognizing any gain to the 
corporation if the corpora¬ 
tion dissolves within a year 
of adopting a plan to 
complete liquidation. How¬ 
ever, certain transactions 
will cause gain to be 
recognized by the corpora¬ 
tion. Such transactions 
include the sale of certain 
assets on which deprecia¬ 
tion has been taken prior to 
liquidation and the sale of 
unharvested crops during 
the liquidation.

The two-day Congress 
began with an audiovisual 
program detailing the grow¬ 
ing challenges to the 
livestock and meat induatry 
by such competitors as 


vegetable protein, the poul¬ 
try, fish and dairy indus¬ 
tries. 

Ohio State University 
marketing specialist Dr. 
Wayne Talorzyk then ex¬ 
plained the numerous fac¬ 
tors influencing today’s 
consumer and his protein 
purchases. Dr. Talarzyk 
stressed to the Session □ 
audience that increased 
promotion is needed or beef 
consumption will decline. 
Any promotional program 
must fit in with the consum¬ 
er's lifestyle and needs, he 
said. “Don’t promote 
price,” he said, because of 
the cyclical nature of the 
industry and its prices. “I 
would talk about nutrition, 
the time-saving and con¬ 
venience aspects’’ of the 
industry’s products, as well 
as trying to “soli the 
sizzle," he said. 

The major factors making 
today’s consumers different 
than their predecessors, Dr. 
Talarzyk said, are economic 
trends, sociological forces 
behind Che changes in 
today's society, and differ¬ 
ent lifestyles. The implica¬ 
tions for the livestock and 
red meat industry are that 
today’9 consumer shops for 
protein bargains; is less 
influenced by traditional 
values that have included a 
steady diet of industry 
products, and wants to 
"feel good" about product 
purchases. 

Following Talarzyk, 
Ralph Nader told the 
audience that the industry 
should not fight consumer 
concerns about nutrition 
and health, but should come 
up with "leaner and leaner 
products," Challenged on 


his .statements linking the 
industry's products with 
heart disease and cancer, 
Nader maintained there will 
never be “absolute proof" 
that a high intake of 
saturated fat causes dis¬ 
ease, but said there was 
statistical evidence of a 
probable link.

Burford said.. “This year, 
BLM will spend $4.4 million 
subsidizing the Adopt-A- 
Horse program. In a time of 
fiscal austerity, we consider 
this an inappropriate use of 
federal funds." 

He added that the Office 
of ManagiVient and Budget 
and the House Committee 
on Interior and Insular 
Affairs have urged BLM to 
make the program more 
self-supporting. It costs 
$626 to round up and place 
each wild horse and burro in 
the adoption program, BLM 


estimates. 

The wild horse and burro 
adoption program was 
initiated in 1971 following 
enactment of the Wild 
Horse and Burro Act. 
Oregon was the site of the 
first wild horse adoption In 
1974. 

The program was 
launched as a means to ease 
overcrowdingof wild horses 
and burros on public 
rangelands. 

“EJven though BLM has 
spent more than $27 million 
for wild horse and burro 


management since* 1971, we 
have been unable to keep 
pace with their population 
growth. Range conditions in 
many herd areas worsen 
year by year," Burford said. 

An estimated 70,000 wild 
horses and burros room the 
ranges of 10 western states. 
Fifty-eight percent of the 
wild horses are in Nevada. 

The new fees charged by 
BLM will also apply to 
horses and burros gathered 
from Forest Service land 
and placed in the Adopt-A- 
Horse program.

wide range of topics, 
including industry efficien¬ 
cy, new product develop¬ 
ment, customer communi¬ 
cation, and marketing ad¬ 
vances. One of the mosL 
basic ' 1 efficiencies' ’ was 
described by supermarket 
industry consultant John 
Morris as "producing what 
the market wants at a price 
it want9 to pay." Morris 
also said meat prices cannot

Lemrtry Wilson, presi¬

cation programs. On the 
latter topic, Huston said tho 
industry’s message should 
stress beef's flavor, versati¬ 
lity and general social 
acceptance, along with its 
convenience factors. Hus¬ 
ton said the industry should 
also work with food editors 
and health care profession¬ 
als on the other major 
consumer attitudes toward 
beef, including concerns 
over saturated fat and 
cholesterol.

and limiting significant 
risks. 


The bill requires food 
safety decisions to be based 
on judgment of an addi¬ 
tive's risk to humans and 
permits, but does not 
require regulators to use 
risk-assessment techniques 
in arriving at such judg¬ 
ments. 


Hatch said FDA's inabili¬ 
ty to deal effectively with 
controversies surrounding 
the use of substances such 
as saccharin makes clear 
that food safety laws need 
greater flexibility. Such 
flexibility will allow food 
regulation to keep up with 
advances in technology, he 
said. 


The legislation would 
retain the controversial 
Delaney Clause but would 
somewhat weaken it by 
excluding food additives 
deemed to pose no signifi¬ 
cant health threat to 
humans. The Delaney 
Clause of the Food, Drug 
and Cosmetics Act requires 
a total ban from the U.S. 
food supply of additives 
shown to cause cancer in 
laboroatory animals. 


Current food safety laws 
generally are based on the 
premise that ingredients 
that do not pose a zero-risk 
of harm should not be 
present In foods. 


The legislation is expect¬ 
ed to draw opposition from 
consumer groups, many of 
which support the Delaney 
amendment in its current 
form and want no change, or 
only minimal change in 
current food statutes. 


According to Hatch, 
current food safety statutes 
are antiquated, because 
they sometimes force regu¬ 
latory agencies to make 
decisions widely perceived 
as irrational or against the 
public interest. He said that 
because absolute safety Is 
impossible to achieve, food 
safety law should instead 
concentrate on identifying

The FDA has jurisdiction 
over labeling requirements 
for most food, except meat. 
The USDA has jurisidiction 
over the labeling of meat 
and poultry products. 

Donald Houston, admini¬ 
strator of USOA'a Food 
Safety and Inspection Ser¬ 
vice told the group that 
USDA had written to meal 
and poultry groups urging 
voluntary sodium labeling 
and reduction in tho amount 
of sodium used in processed 
moat and poultry products. 
He said USDA generally iB 
following the same course 
on sodium labeling as FDA. 

Tho USDA letter, signed 
by Assistant Agriculture 
Secretary C.W. McMillan, 
statoB that USDA beliuvoq, 
tho meal and poultry 
industry should be given the 
opportunity to increase its 
use of voluntary sodium 
labeling before USDA gives 
increased consideration to 
the Issue of mandatory 
sodium labeling.
